- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Clancy requested the interview. The cancellation of claim 1 1 
was discussed and the amendment of claim 1 to replace "worn" with the disclosed description defomiation and 
elongation of the first tooth was also discussed. It was agreed that such changes would obviate the rejection under 
112, first paragraph. Amendment to the claims to add limitations directed to the locking wedge being capable of locking 
engagement with both the first and second group of teeth to prevent retrograde movement of both the first and the 
second group of teeth depending on whether the locking wedge is engaged with the first group or second group of 
teeth was also discussed as were separate additional limitations directed to the side rails extending beyond the heights 
of the first and second group of teeth. These changes were discussed with the goal of overcoming the rejections based 
on art. I stated that such changes would not be entered at this point of the prosecution and Mr. Clancy indicated that 
they would be submitted in an RCE. 
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
